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UNIVERSITY TO BE CENTRE 
FOR HYDROCARBON RESEARCH 


‘The University of Alberta has received a 
grant of $1,470,000 to establish a Hydrocarbon 
Research Centre in Edmonton. 

The grant was made by the National 
Research Council of Canada (NRC) under its 
Negotiated Grants program. It will be spread 
over a five-year period, with the 1974-75 

" portion set at $200,000. There also is 
provision for an increase in the grant during 
its tenure, if warranted by prevailing 
conditions and circumstances. 

O.P. STRAUSZ, Professor of Chemistry, has 
been appointed Director of the Centre. Also 
directly involved in the Centre will be eight 

* other University staff members: H.E. GUNNING, 
President and Killam Memorial Professor of 
Chemistry: R.J. CRAWFORD, S. MASAMUNE, and 
J.w. LOWN, Professors of Chemistry; D.B. 
ROBINSON and F.D. OTTO, Professors of 
Chemical Engineering; D.W.S. WESTLAKE, 
Professor and Chairman of Microbiology; and 
R.C. VON BORSTEL, Professor and Chairman of 
Genetics. 

The Hydrocarbon Research Centre will 
conduct both basic and applied research aimed 
at the advancement of reserve exploration, 
processing, and upgrading of Canada’s hydro- 
carbon resources. There will be emphasis on 
the problems facing the Western Canadian 

, petroleum industry, particularly with regard 
to heavy crudes and oil sand deposits. 

, Dr. Strausz says that the sudden jump in 
the world market price of crude oil last fall 
has turned the economically marginal 
operation of oil production in Alberta into a 
commercially attractive one. 

“Economy, however, is not the only factor 
governing the rate of large scale resource 


, development,” he says. “Among other problems 


there are a multitude of complex scientific, 
technological, and environmental questions 
that have to be answered in order to achieve 
maximum economic benefit and to minimize 
undesired environmental and social impact. 
The outstanding educational and scientific 

» Tesearch facilities and the strategic location 
of The University of Alberta are eminently 
suitable for investigating these problems.” 

Dr. Strausz says the Centre will investigate 

" the chemical composition and properties of 
the oil sand and the crude oil extracted from 
the oil bearing sand, to devise new technology 
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for separation and processing. Parallel 
investigations will be undertaken to determine 
the optimum conditions for fuel production 
and extraction of valuable chemicals and 
chemical feedstocks for the burgeoning 
petroleum industry in Western Canada. 
Engineering studies will be undertaken to 
determine the feasibility of a novel method of 
oil production from the Cold Lake heavy oil 
formation. The Centre also plans to conduct 
research into microbiological transformations 
of crude oil using bacteria and enzymes to 
facilitate oil production, and the utilization 
of waste hydrocarbons for single cell protein 


production which could be used as animal feed. 


“The program of the Centre,” says Dr. 
Strausz, “will be co-ordinated with research 
performed in government laboratories and 
industry by the involvement of an advisory 
board comprising experts from the Canadian 
petroleum and petrochemical industries and 
government agencies. Broadening of the 
financial basis of the Centre is anticipated 
through additional grants on the part of the 
Alberta and federal government agencies, the 
private sectors, and also from patent royalties. 

“Of special significance upon the 
establishment of this Centre will be the 
broadening of Canadian expertise in this vital 
field and, more importantly, the eventual 
creation of a training centre for young 
scientists and engineers involved in the 
petrochemical industry. 

“The Hydrocarbon Research Centre is 
expected to make a significant contribution to 
the acquisition of the additional knowledge 
necessary to the development of these unique 
hydrocarbon resources and the petrochemical 
industry in Western Canada.”

ANNUAL BILINGUAL PROGRAM 
COMPLETED 


As the University’s annual Summer Session 
comes to a close August 9, a program of a 
different nature will end for the year as well. 
Held at Collége Universitaire Saint-Jean, the 
course is intended to improve English usage 
for French-speaking students, and French 
usage for English-speaking ones. According to 
Co-Directoress LILIANE MAC CALLUM, the 
fully bilingual nature of the program makes it 
unique in Canada. 

Under the direction of GILLES CARDIN, the 
bilingual summer course is now in its fifth 
year. It brings together students from seven 
provinces and territories on an exchange basis 
(that is, for each student who comes here from 
a particular province, an Alberta student 
visits that province). There are two sessions 
each summer: the first began May 16 and 
ended June 26; the second began July 2. The 
first session attracted 78 students, largely from 
university; the second, comprising mainly high 
school students, has a total enrolment of 104. 
In both sessions, the vast majority of those 
participating in the English-speaking course 
were from Quebec (56 in the first session, 72 
in the second), while the remainder were in 
the French-speaking section. 

Almost all students enrolled in the program 
are supported by bursaries, which are given on 
a first-come, first-served basis. No specific 
selection procedures are involved—the program 
is advertised across the country beginning in 
January, and applications are approved in the 
order they are received. 

The bilingual program apparently has more 
than fulfilled its goals. Professor MacCallum 
attributes its ‘success to a combination of 


T.A. PETERSEN, Professor in the Department of Agricultural 
Economics and Rural Sociology, has been named Chairman of that 
department for a five-year term which commenced July 1, 1974.

factors. Formal morning classes are integrated 
with afternoon and evening workshops of a 
less formal nature; these in turn are further 
integrated by bringing together both French 
and English groups. The net result, feels 
Professor MacCallum, is an atmosphere of 
hospitality and co-operation. In addition, she 
says, a variety of outside activities, including 
sightseeing, visiting, and general socializing, 
rounds off the program. 

One indication of the program’s success is 
the fact that many of those students who 
attended the May-June session remained in 
Edmonton to work locally and/or improve 
their facility in English. A benefit which 
accrues from the program is the general 
increase in knowledge of Canada by the 
courses’ participants. “It changes the students’ 
attitudes toward the different provinces,” says 
Professor MacCallum. “They realize that 
there are differences, but that they can work 
together despite them. I think it’s a positive 
step towards a national unity of sorts.”
